SHE SAYS HE BETRAYED HER,

(SUBJECT OF ILLUSTRATION.] 

Fulton street, in the vicinity of Fulton Market, New 
York city, was the scene of a first-class sensation on 
November 22. Mrs. Hanna B. Southworth was the one 
who created it, and Stephen Pettus, secretary and 
treasurer of the Union Elevated Railroad of Brooklyn, 
and also a trustee of the Brooklyn Bridge, was the 
victim. Pettus was shot five times, and was killed by 
the woman who claims to have been ruined by him.

Once 
there, he succeeded in drugging and betraying her, 
and that she found herselfin a delicate condition some 
time after.

“The Strongest Man on Earth” is the title Eugene 
Sandow won on Nov. 4, 1839, at the Aquarium, London, 
in defeating Samson, who held that title, in feats of 
strength. He is twenty-two years of age, and is a 
native of Koninsberg, Pomerania, and weighs 202 
pounds. Recently, in England, Sandow came into 
prominence by defeating Samson’s pupil, Cyclops. 
He was then challenzed by Samson, who offered him 
£500 if hecould accomplish feats that he (Samson) 
could perform. Sandow picked up the gauntlet, and 
Nov. 4, 1389, the gladiators met to decide the great feats 
of strength—competition for the championship of the 
world. Samson was the first to show whata man of 
solid muscle could do. His first feat consisted of 
bending a piece of steam pipe. over his breast, then | 
straightening it over the muscles of his arm, next | 
bending it over the lez, and finally snappingit. It can 
not be denied but that Samson executed his business 
in a very smart fashion, and with wonderful dexterity. 
On the other hand, Sandow appeared a bit off color. 
and althou:zh he performed the feats in a similar man- 
ner tohis opponent, there was not the same amount 
of finish about the performance as was attached to 
Samson’s. 

The second feat was breaking a bracelet over the 
muscle of thearms. The bracelets furntshed by Sam. 
son would not pass o¥er Sandow’s forearm, but San- 
dow had provided himself with two pair in case of ac- 
cident. They were made of the same size iron as those 
used by Samson.

The coming fight between Smith and Slavin is cre- 
ating considerable excitement on the other side, as will be seen 
in an accompanying letter from George W. Atkinson, our 
correspondent. Smith has demonstrated that he is not a 
champion when contending by Queensberry rules with gloves, 
judging by the quick, off-handed manner ‘in which Jackson 
conquered him, but in his prior battles with Alf Greenfield and 
Jake Kilrain, which were fought according to London prize ring 
rules, he proved that he was a first-class pugilist. His defeat 
by Peter Jackson with gloves, according to Queensberry rules, 
has not affected Smith’s standing among his backers and fol- 
lowers and they are confident that he will redeem himself in 
France next month when he faces the Australian Giant in the 
orthodox 24-foot ring.

Slavin, however, may prove another stumbling 
block in the English champion’s gureer, for he is tall, powerful, 
muscular, possesses great stamina and Is said to be a very 
scientific boxer and a first-class general in the ring. Slavin was 
the besf man in New South Wales before he left for England. 
He whipped Jack Burke as quickly as Peter Jackson whipped 
Jem Smith, and he capped the ciimax by conquering Harry 
Lange, the New Zealand champion, for $2,000 and the champion- 
ship, which gave him the title. 


* * 

Before Peter dackson migrated to the Gold Coast, 
Slavin time and gain tried to ratify a match with Jackson, but 
the colored champion would only make a contract to box a lim- 
ited number of rounds, Sinco Slavin’s arrival in England he 
has been offering all pugilists $100 that would stand before him 
for four rounds and has put several to sleep, besides defeating 
Bill Goode and Arthur Bobbett, both of whom Slavin conquered 
easily. If the battle between the Australian champion and 
Jem Smith was to be decided in the Pelican Club it might be 
settled on its merits, but it is to take place in France and Slavin 
will be pelled to tend against innumerable difficuities.

Peter Jackson’s defeat of Jem Smith does not make 
the Australian a superior pugilist to Jake Kilrain, as many sur- 
.Mise. Kilrain fought Smith when the latter was in the best 
Possible condition and punished him so severely that many be- 
iieved he would never recover frum the effects of the punish- 
ment he received. Again, Kilrain fought Smith according to 
London prize ring rules, which are Smith's forte. If Kilrain and 
Smith had fought according to Queensberry rules the rounds 
had been of three minutes’ curation instead of 30 seconds, and 
one minute, which was the average of the rounds fought by Kil- 
rain and Smith in France, Kilrain would have won just as easily 
#6 Jackson did. Smith and Jackson fought according to Queens- 
berry rules and each round lasted 3 minytes, and there was no 
opportunity for wrestiing or going down to end the round when 





*ither was receiving heavy punishment, If dackeon and Smith 
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had fought according to the same rules Smith and Kilrain fought 
by Jackson might not have won so easily. 
* * * 

Fighting by London rules and contending by 
Queensberry rules is like two horses trotting, one to wagon and 
one under saddle. A first-class glove fighter may be interior 
with bare knuckles when wrestling, etc., is thrown in, while a 
first-class prize fighter contending by Queensberry rules may 
only be atyro at the game. This theory has been proven time 
and time again.

Jack McAuliffe, the light-weight champion, is 
patiently waiting to ascertain if the California Athletic Club wiil 
allow him $500 for expenses to journey to San Francisco and 
meet Jimmy Carroll for a purse of $2,500, which the club has 
agreed to put up for the pugilists to contend for.

It. is not likely the Directors of the club will do 
80, and upon their decision in the matter hinges the proposed 
meeting between the light-weight champion and the candidate 
for his title. Carroll has been for the past eight months eager 
to meet McAuliffe or his rival, Billy Myers, and: now, just when 
the match is clinched, the hitch about expenses occurs. Carroll's 
pretensions of defeating McAuliffe, Judging by the performances 
of the men, are foolish, but his victory over Sam Blakeluck in 
San Francisco has made him vain, and there is no doubt that he 
will continue to suffer with big head until McAuliffe arrives on 
the Pacific Slope and they meet in the ring.

Blakeloek, who Carroll defeated in San Francisco, 
and which victory gave him his present reputation as a pugil- 
ist, has since been easily beaten in England, so that Carroll's 
victory cannot be looked upon as anything remarkable. If Car- 
roll and McAuliffe ever meet, and it is within the possibilities, 
McAuliffe will return to New York like Cesar returned to Rome.

SLAVIN AND SMITH. 


What the Big Fellows are Doing in “Merry Lunnon.” 
—Atkinson’s Opinions. 


In regard to the coming prize fight between Frank P. Slavin, 
tho champion of Australia, and Jem Smith. the champion of 
England, who are to battle next month for $5,000 and the cham. 
pionship of England, Mr, Geo. W. Atkinson, the POLICK GAZETTE 
correspondent, thus writes: 





LONDON, Nov. 10. 

The next creat fistic contest which is exciting the attention of 
the sporting world on this side of the Atlantic is the battle be- 
tween Frank P. Slavin, the champion heavy-weight pugilist of 
New South Wales, and Jem Smith, the champion of England, 
who are to face each other in the orthodox 24-foot ring in 
December, and contend according to London prize ring rules for 
$2,000, open to $5,000, a side and the championship. Slavin, 
since his arrival in Engiaud, has gained considerable prestige. 
and he Is by no means looked upon as an impostor, as he has 
demonstrated he is not by easily knocking out Bill Goode, one 
of England’s pugilistic pets, and putting Arthur Bobbett, an- 
other pugilist of considerable reputation, to sleep without any 
trouble. Slavin out-classed both of the pugilists he conquered, 
and he had the advantage in height, reach and weight; but, 
nevertheless, the quick, off-hand way in which he put both hors 
du combat proved, beyond all cavil, that he is a foeman worthy 
of any fighter’s steel. 

In his match with the Englis: champion he has one-end-and- 
the-middle the best of the arrangement, for he is several inches 
taller than Smith, possesses by far a longer reach, and will have 
a decided advantage in weight. The only part of the contract 
in which Smith has any advantage is that the English cham- 
pion is a regular bare-knuckle fighter, thoroughly conyersant 
with all the unfair practices and tricks perpetrated in a prize 
ring encounter in which London prize ring rules govern, such as 
gouging, jostling, breaking fingers, etc., while Slavin has yet to 
become thoroughly acquainted with many of the tricks resorted 
to in a prize ring encounter, not only within but outside what is 
styled the ‘‘magic circle.’’ 

It has been decided that the battle between Slavin and Smith 
shall take place in Spain, and it is the intention of the men’s 
backers to bring off the fight in the same manner as the battle 
between Smith and Kilrain for $10,000, the “Police Gazette” 
champion belt and the championship of the world was fonght in 
1887. It has not yet been settled definitely what will be charged 
for tickets, but the tariff will be either £25 or £50, independent 
of the fare to the fighting ground and return. The tickets will 
be limited to thirty on each side. Over 1000r more could be sold 
even at the above figures, but the nobility, who have been booked 
to attend, would object if the managers allowed over the quota 
named to go, or if they sold over sixty tickets. The thirty a side 
does not include the four seconds and two botile-holders and 
newspaper men. 

At the posting of the final deposit the price of tickets will be 
settled Smith’s manager will insist on fifty.a side if the tickets 
are to be £25, and thirty a side is the number agreed up: n if the 
tickets are £50. Already great interest is manifested over the 
affair, which promises to be either a desperate and protracted 
struggle orashort and decisive one. Smith has been taught 
two lessons in regard to holding his opponents tov cheap by 
Kilrain, the American ex-champion, and Peter Jackson, tne 
Black Wonder, and it is whispered that this time it will be win, tic 
or wrang)l., for at Brighton recently he said he was not fighting 
to lose again. Chippy Norton, who paid such attention to Sulli- 
van when he was in this country, will take great interest in 
Smith’s welfare in the coming fight. Norton, or Harry Bull, had 
more than one finger in the Greenfield-Smith pugilistic pie when 
they tought for £400 and the championship at Lafitte, and Smith 
would have won only for Harry Bull's deep interest in Greenfield, 
who defrayed the expenses of a few of Biriningham’s choicest 
residents to see thant Smith did not win. 

Probably Harry Bull desires to atone for the injury he did 
Smith and his filends by doing him a similar turn. Slavin will 
have a strong corner, for the men behind him are not by 
any means Jossers, and they will protect their money and their 
champion, no matter who opposes them: One wonld suppose 
that a champion who met with such a reverse as Smith did at 
the Pelican Club would iack for supporters, especially when he 
was to meet a pugilist who evidently possesses the proper cali- 
bre, besides the stamina and pluck and hitting powers, Slavin 
has proved he possesses, both by his victories in Anstralia and 
this country. Nevertheless, Smith’s triends stand ready to back 
him from a sixpence to a monkey that he will win, and already 
several fancy wagers have been made at the Pelican, Albert and 
Victoria clubs at 5to40n the English champion. On Smith's 
performance with Jackson,and Slavin’s display at the Aquarium 
and his defeat of Bill Goode, the odds should be on the Austra- 
lian. Besides, Slavin has the same advantage over Smith as 
Jackson had, height,weight, length of reach, all in his favor,and 
why Smith should be the favorite is probably because Harry 
Bull and his Birmingham constituents are to be behind him and
